No arrests are expected in connec- 
tion with the case tonight, the state

The information filed by Sheriff 
Whitfield Ruhl, charged that Cook's 
testimony to state agents regarding/ 
his knowledge of his wife’s murder, 
under cross examination, differed ma- 
terially from that he gave before the 
coroner’s jury that sought to solve the 
mystery surrounding the W. C. T. U. 
worker’s death. 

What He Told Coroner. 

Cook testified before the jury that he 
had attended church in Sioux City on 
the morning of Sept. 6, the day before 
Mrs. Cook was shot and killed as she 
sat in the Cook home at Vinton. Cook 
said he saw no one he knew that Sun- 
day and that he retired early that 
night. 

He later admitted to state agents 
that he had been with Mrs. Hester 
Marie Sieling most of the day. Mrs. 
Steling, who has been questioned twice 
by the grand jury here regarding her 
connection with Cook and possibly 
with the killing of Cook’s wife, is held 
under grand jury subpoena. 


17’S GOD’S WILL,” 
SAYS DR. CASE, 
LEAVING CHURCH 


“It was God’s will that things hap- 
pened as they did. I was willing to 
die in the harness, but I didn’t think 
that was the best thing for the church. 
You must have a new pastor—you 
simply must.” 

In these words, uttered in a tone of 
patient resignation to his fate, the 
Rev. Carl D. Case, a central figure in 
the Albert R. Leland divorce cage, told 
his parishioners farewell last night at 
his last public appearancé as pastor of 
the First Baptist church of Oak Park. 

They had gathered, some 300 or 
more of them, to express their regret 
at his departure. He resigned sev- 
eral weeks ago, assigning his poor 
health as the reason, and is to leave 
in a few days for Florida. ’ 

The reception was held in the church 
parlor, With the minister was Mrs. 
Case and in the receiving line were 
the deacons and the trustees who stood 
loyally behind him while the divorce 
suit was in progress.

‘Terry Druggan’s tales of jail bri» 
ery continued to be listed as history, 
not fiction, at the close of yesterday s 
session in Federal Judge James H:

His sensational revelations, and 
those of his partner, Frank Lake, 
were supported in many details by 
Henry Foerst, for seveh years “* Capt. 
Westbrook’s man” in the police de- 
partment, and later in the jail. Foerst 
testified that he took graft from Drug- 
gan and Lake, that he split with Wesat- 
brook, and that upon at least one oc- 
casion Sheriff Hoffman knew of and 
seemingly approved a Druggan-Lake 
tip or payment of $500. Hans Thomp- 
son, former assistant jailer, corro- 
borated Foerst and amplified some o: 
his testimony. 

Terry Nimble Witted. 

William Scott Stewart, attorney for 
Capt. Wesley H. Westbrook, who en- 
tered the case for the first time yes- 
terday, had his chance at Druggan 
within an hour after court had con- 
vened.

AGAIN QUIZ DRUGGAN 


Terry Druggan continued his direct 
examination at the opening of court 
in the morning. His attorney, Robert 
Golding, plunged at once again into 
the heart of the jail scandal; and 
Druggan’s first answers to his ques- 
tions at once dfew in the name of 
Sheriff Peter M. Hoffman. 

ATTORNEY GOLDING—Mr. Drug- 
gan, will you tell the court whether 
you ever took any steps to inform 
Sheriff Hoffman of the extortion that 
was being practiced upon you in the 
county jail? 

DRUGGAN—I sent a message to try 
to have sofhebody intercede with Sher- 
iff Hoffman, asking to have Capt. 
Westbrook pass me up a little. 

Q.—What did you tell the messenger 
to tell Sheriff’ Hoffman? A.—I told | 
him that we had a bloodsucker over 
there; I was wondering if there was 
ung way we could stop it. 

™.— Did the messenger thereafter re- 
port to you as to whether or not he 
had delivered the message to the 
sheriff? A.—He said that the sheriff 
would investigate it. 


Sent Another Message. 

\.—Did you at any other time send 
any other messages? A.—Why, I guess 
I did; I am not sure; I think I did. 

Q.—Who was the messenger? A.— 
Frank Morrison; he knew what I was 
getting and I explained other details 
to him. | 

Q.—As to details of what you have 
been telling us here? A.—Yes, sir, and 
asked him on account of hie experience 
'f he knew any way around it, and he 
said he would try to see if he could 
find some way around it. He told me 
that it would be investigated.

BY OSCAR HEWITT. 
While Messrs. Druggan and Lake 
are telling Judge Wilkerson about pay- 
ing $20,000 or so for privileges in tht 


protesting against the taxes for next 
year on one of their breweries. They 
want to save about $3,700, just as do 
captains in legitimate industry. 

The tax complaint was filed by B. J. 
Rowmann, a former manager in the 
Morrison hotel, who is now the Drug- 


Beverage corporation, 1225 South 

Campbell avenue, according to infor- 

mation coming from the federal court. 
Capital Is $300,000. 

In this official complaint, No. 5,378, 
the business of the Standard brewery 
is given as “manufacturing bevergaes” 
and its capital stock is listed as 
$300,000. 

The board of assessors made the cap- 
ital stock valuation for tax purposes 
$150,000, estimated the personal prop- 
erty at $28,500, and then added on a 
penalty of $14,250. That was because 
Lake and Druggan were so busy buy- 
ing ease and comfort in the county 
jail that they neglected to file a sched- 
ule, as the statute requires. 

That is a total ef $192,750 for capi- 
tal stock and personal property of the 
brewery. 


The Standard says, through Mr. 


Bowmann, whose address is given as 
1506 South Fifty-seventh avenue, 
Cicero, that that valuation is exces- 
sive. Howevef, a man who was in- 
terested in several breweries before 
Volstead arrived was asked yesterday 
what the machinery in a brewery 
usually costs. His estimate was be- 
tween $150,000 and $180,000, so the 
assessors may be a trifle higher on 
the Druggan-Lake establishment. 
Last year the personal property as- 
sessment against this same brewery 
was $28,500, and there «was no protest. 
But this year when it was raised to 
$192,750, President Bo nn appeared 
at the board of review on Aug. 21, and 
filed a protest. 
Evidence Not Presented. 


The complaint came up for hearing 
Sept. 17 before Edward R. Litsinger, 
member of the board. It was explained 
to him that the brewery has not been 
recently in operation and he asked 
that evidence to sustain that point be 
produced.

Relishes and Pickles. 

EAST HOLDEN, Me—aA green cu- 
cumber which has been in some sim- 
ple pickle for a few days only, or only 
long enough to blanch its flesh and 
to make olive green its skin, is inter- 
esting, but digestively lumpy. One 
way to get such is to use the recipe I 
find in a relative’s collection, labeled 
simply “‘ cucumber pickles,”’ but being 
the same as “lazy wife pickles,”’ also 
called “easiest pickles,” and so forth: 

One gallon cold vinegar, one cup 
salt, one cup mustard, one cup sugar, 


one cup chopped onion, four ounces’ 


whole spice. 

This recipe was tagged “ delicious.” 
Instead of the onion the “lazy wife 
pickle”’ has a horseradish root which 
is supposed to promote the keeping 
qualities of the pickle.

The pepper relish recipe of the man- 
uscript collection reads: Put twelve 
green tomatoes, four red bell peppers, 
and two oniona through a meat chor- 
per, using coarse cutter. Add two- 
thirds of a cup of sugar, two teaspoons 


salt, and two cups of vinegar. Mix 
well and bottle without cooking. 

The recipe for “sliced green _ to- 
mato pickles” is briefer than most. 
Slice one-half peck green tomatoes. 
Cover with one quart of water in 
which has been dissolved one cup of 
salt. Let stand two hours. ain 
thoroughly. Add one quart best cider 
vinegar, one tablespoon ground clove, 
one tablespoon allspice, one tablespoon 
mustard, one pound brown sugar. Boil 
together ten minutes, then simmer 


about one hour.

It is generally believed that the en- 
ferced idleness of the British milis 
for néarly four months will prove an 
insurmountable burden, and that the 
milis ultimjately wiil be forced to sell 
to the Chinese or Japanese interests, 
especially since their previous finan- 
cial conditions were not favorable.

The recent sale of several old ships 
of British registry ‘o Chinese inter- 
ests inspires the belief here that it 
is the intention of the Chinese through 
the shipping strike and the Canton 
situation to force the British out of 
the coastal trade. 

Chinese government telegraph em- 
ployés struck today for higher pay. 
According to reports here, the strike 
is spreading over the whole country. 


Predicts Delay of War. 

Victoria, B. C., Sept. 27-—Civil war 
in China will not break out until next 
spring, in the opinion of Charles 
Dailey, far east correspondent of THE 
CHIcaco TRIBUNE, on board thé Presi- 
dent Jefferson. Mr. Dailey, who is ac- 

panied by his wife, is on his way 
© Kentucky. 

The Chinese factions, he said, will 
keep peace until after the conference 
of world powers in China, which will 
open Oct. 26, is concluded. The con- 
ference, which is to discuss revisions 
of Chinese tariffs, will last three 
months, Mr. Dailey believes. Once this 
question has been decided and the new 
tariffs enforced, the war fon, supremacy 
in China will be resumed, in the opin- 
fon of Mr. Dalley. 


Feng Preparing for Conflict. 

“Before I left the orient,” Mr. 
Dailey said, “I paid a visit to Feng 
Yu-hsiang, the Christian general, who 
has started a colonization scheme in 
inner Mongolia. There was every in- 
dication in the new colony that the 
genera! is preparing for war.” 

“Things in China have got to be 
worse before they get better,” Mr. 
Dailey said. “And even then the gov- 
ernment will only learn to rule its own 
people by gradual progress. What I 
think will happen is that the foreign 
powers will start the Chinese govern- 
ment to functioning in a small way, 
for instance; by inaugurating a Chi- 
nese court in Shanghai without the 
foreign assessor. When this is found 
to be a success the system will be 
adopted at other places, and thus 
gradually will China come into her 
own.”
